Instructions to a Novice.

(Continued from Iasi week.) 
In a good working season bees often 
store honey so rapidly that they will 
till empty comba in the brood chamber 
ami thus deprive the queen of suffi­ 
cient, room for the requisite am ount 
of eggs t<> keep the stock of workers, 
which will «radually dwindle aud be­ 
come in a short time quite weak. 
To 
remedy thia you sw,uld empty the 
full combs with an eXu-HCtor or re_ 
move them and give empty 
¡f 
you have them, in the centre oi *.’i,a 
hive. 
Never make the entrance or 
your hives so large that a mouse can 
enter. These little pebts are fond of 
honey and not unfrequentiy enter a 
hive, eat the honey destroy the comb, 
eventualiy drive out the bees and take 
entire possession of the hive. 
Construct your hives so that the 
bees can pass all around their work. 
Let there be a space of an inch at 
least between the wall of the hive and 
the frames above, below and at the 
sities. 
The 
bees 
can 
then keep 
the 
moth 
out, 
otherwise 
the 
moth would have a lurking place, 
and the bees could not remove them. 
Do not rely on patent moth traps to 
keep tlie moth out of your hives, as 
they are worthless. 
They oflen breed 
more moths Ilian they kill. Tlie bee 
miller will enter the hive wherever 
tlie bees do. 
The only effectual moth 
trap is a strong colony of bees. 
Keep 
your bees strong and moth will not 
trouble them. 
W hen a bee hive ven­ 
der comes to you witii a patent m oth 
trup, after he lias dilated copiously on 
its valuable qualities, approach him 
as if you had au im portant secret to 
communicate, aud shout in his ear, 
humbug! 


More About Queen Bearing. 


In every apiary where artificial 
swarming is practiced Queens are in 
great demand anti every swarm thus 
made should he provided with a queen 
which wouhl much facilitate their 
progress. 
“ How shall I meet the de­ 
mand of my new swarms forqueens?” 
asks the novice. W e will give you our 
method and trust tiiat if any one has 
a better one they will make it known. 
Seven or eight days beforyou wish to 
make your swarms, select a queen or 
queens from which you wisli to breed. 
Then make as m any new swarms as 
you have selected queens to breed 
from and remove your queens to them 
by introducing them in wire cages in 
the manner we have mentioned in a 
former article. 
Now divide the par­ 
ent colonies in two or three nucleus 
swarms giv ing each one or two combs 
til led with eggs and larrae.In eight or 
nine days examine them and you will 
find a number of queen cells capped 
over. 
Now m ake artificial swarms in 
proportion to the num ber of good cells 
that 
you 
have 
found 
in 
your 
nuclei. 
Exam ine the cells frequently 
and when you find a cell uncapped 
with a round smooth hole in the end 
you may rest assured that there is a 
queen out which you must at oijce 
hunt up and give to one of your new 
swarms. Many old bee-keepers have 
told me that they could never intro­ 
duce unfertile queens; that they inva­ 
riably found tLem dead in the cages 
when they went to liberate them. 
The reason of this is plain: Bees do 
not regard an unfertile queen little if 
any more than they do a worker, and 
do not cluster around them to keep 
them warm or feed them ; hence they 
die of cold and hunger. Tlie introduc­ 
tion of unfertile queens is an impor­ 
tant matter to the aparicer and should 
lie thoroughly understood. 
We have 
introduced scores of them and Gut sel­ 
dom if ever failed, and are now daily 
introducing them at the Los Angeles 
apiary after the following method: 
Take a comb with the hees adhering 
out of the hive into which you wisli to 
put your 
young queen and place 
her upon it am ong tlie bees who will 
show het but little attention. R e­ 
turn tlie comb to the hive in about 
one week. 
E xam ine the hive aud 
you will find a fertile queen caressed 
and cared for by tlie bees in tlie most 
affectionate manner. 
After tlie ap­ 
pearance of I lie first queen you should 
carefully examine tlie nucleus fre­ 
quently and as a queen emerges from 
her cell, remove her; otherwise the 
bees m ight neglect I he other cells and 
allow the queens to ch'll to death in 
their royal homes. 
W hen it is full 
time for them to m ake their appear­ 
ance we often a ^ is t them in coming 
to light hy paring off the end of the 
cell with a sharp knife. This requites 
irreat care as the queen might thrust 
her head forward against the edge of 
tlie knife and lose her scalp. 
In this 
manner we have taken as many as 
six aud seven queens from a single 
nucleus in a day. 


Chloroforming Baesl 


“Some time after this I attempted 
to quiet an angry swarm of bees by 
slipping under t lie gum a sponge con­ 
taining something over half an ounce 
of chloroform, and succeeded admira­ 
bly. 
W hen they had become quiet I 
removed w hat honey could be spared 
from their stores, and left them all 
quiet. 
They are quiet still, for the 
chloroform killed the last bee!” — D r. 
A. L o v e , i:% Southern Cuftivator.

NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


A sand storm o'f great severity has prevailed 
at Yuma during the past two days accompa­ 
n ie d by threatening and unsettled weather 
generally and is unusually cold. 
The steamer Cocapah arrived at Yuma 
from the mouth of the river last evening, 
bringing passengers and freight from the 
o c e a n steamer Newburn. The river Is rising 
•lowly. 
The charge published in some papers that 
C h a rle s O’Conor. while pretending to serve 
Mrs. Forest g.atuitously in the infamous For­ 
est divorce suit, actually exacted from her a 
very large sum for his services, is indignant­ 
ly denied by O’Conor, who a»ks an Investiga­ 
tion by the Bar Association. 
Advices from Camp Bowie, up to Tuesday, 
say that Lieut. Henry, who went in pursuit 
efthe Indians who murdered the station- 
keepers at Sulphur Springs, overtook them 
at the San Pedro mountains, one hundred 
m i l e s from Bowie, on the Sonora line, and 
alter a sharp fight, owing to the exhausted 
condition of his command, was unable to dis­ 
lodge the Indians,and retired with the loss of 
one man killed, Later reports t tate that the 
Indians have been reinforced and now num­ 
ber about sixty. No further depredations are 
reported. It is expected a large scouting par­ 
ty will soon start from Camp Grant and put 
an end to this trouble. 


OUB representatives in tb» last Leg­ 
islature have won the «pproval of the 
entire people of -“e county. Their 
course, w b¡'- active and vigilant for 
th e i- !tírest8 of th*8 section, has yet 
oeen conservative to a marked de­ 
gree. The names of Senator B u s h , 
G en. J o h n R. McCo n n e l l and Hon. 
F . L a sibo u k n will long be held in re­ 
m em brance by our citizeus. 


Two Important Bills. 


There are no bills now before Con­ 
gress of more importance to this coast 
than the Hawaiian treaty and the sil­ 
ver currency bill. Both these meas­ 
ures were under consideration on the 
11th instaut, the treaty before the 
House, and the other before the Sen­ 
ate. The treaty having passed through 
the Senate by a large majority and 
gone to the House for concurrence and 
the silver currency bill, having receiv­ 
ed a large majority in the House is 
now before the Senate. 
Neither one 
of those bodies seems to be quite sat­ 
isfied with the action of the other, 
consequently they have come to a 
hitch. The Senate finance committee 
added several amendments to the 
House silver curreucy bill. But the 
urgeut necessity for resuming the work 
of printing the legal tender and na­ 
tional bank notes, and a desire to see 
the resumption of fractional currency 
by silver coin, caused the most of the 
amendments to be withdrawn, leaving 
only one important amendment, to 
which it is believed the Hoilse will 
acquiesce, that is, to strike out the 
provision for making the trade dollar 
a legal tender for fifty dollars. The 
Senate adjourned without coming to 
a final vote. It was their favorable 
consideration of this subject that 
caused the rapid rise in silver yester­ 
day. But the senate Hawaiian Treaty 
measure seems to have met with a 
worse fate in the House. The House 
had been in session more than five 
hours when this measure came up. 
The opponents of the treaty took ad­ 
vantage of the weariness of the House 
and in the absence of many of the 
friends of the treaty carried an adjourn­ 
ment without setting auy time for fur­ 
ther cousideratiou of the measure. It 
will now require a two thirds vote to 
take up this bill out of its regular or­ 
der, and it is not likely to be reached 
again for some time to come. The 
New York Herald is the leader of a fac­ 
tion who are exceeding anxious to have 
the treaty cons umated and the stong- 
est argument it makes in its favor is 
to give the Pacific coast cheap sugar. 
This,to use a California phrase,“is too 
thin.” California wants no special ta- 
vors of this kind, nor has she asked 
any treaty favors that will give her 
the advantage of auy of her sister 
States. True the Burliu-game treaty 
with China, has impost d heavy bur­ 
dens on her from which she would 
gladly be relieved, but no special 
treaty stipulations will compensate 
her. All she asks is fair play. 
But 
the idea of giving us cheap sugar is 
laughable, aud such a thought never 
entered any body’s head but the edi­ 
tors of the Herald. To suppose the 
Hawaiiaus would give us sugar for a 
less price than we 
could 
get 
the same quality from other countries 
' is preposterous. They do not control 
the sugar market of this country, aud 
if they did they would squeeze the 
last cent out of us they could. It is 
more than likely they would reduce 
the price of fruit ou the Pacific coast, 
and this Is just what we don't want,as 
it would cripple one of the most prom­ 
ising iudustries we have. But suppose 
we could get sugar cheaper on this 
coast by making this treaty, how long 
would it be before our Eastern breth­ 
ren would ask to have the duties ta­ 
ken off ofFrench wines to compensate 
them lor our cheap sugar—and then 
the South would ask something, and 
West something and there would be 
no end to it. We want no more spec­ 
ial legislation. 


Next Sunday the water of the city 
pipes will be shut off. Consumers 
will do well to lay in a supply for the 
day’s use beforehand. 


The Chronicle on the Situation. 
Under the caption of “Ungrateful 
Los Angeles,” the Chronicle of the 
11th inst. regales its readers upon a 
rehash of the Board of Public Works 
bill, recently enacted. 
Knowing as 
we do how friendly the Chronicle has 
been to Los Angeles, hardly ever al­ 
lowing the name of our city to enter 
its columns except for the purpose of 
maligning aud misrepresenting us, 
we are of course willing to accept its 
strictures upon this matter as the 
words of a disinterested friend. 
We 
quote from the article in question: 
The good people of the City of the Ansels 
are iu a fever of excitement over a ‘blessing 
in disguise” which has been thrust upon 
them unexpected and unsought. Infaci.it 
came (o them so effectually disguised that 
the community which it was designed to 
benefit are far from tecognizlng it as a 
“boon.” On the contrary, the local papers 
aredenouncing It with remarkable unanimi­ 
ty us“a revolutionary and Indefensible meas­ 
ure,” a piece of “un pri ceden ted, uncalled for 
and even clandestine legislation," a ‘‘mu­ 
nicipal conspiracy" inspired by “some deep 
and dark purpose.” The boon referred to 
came in the shape of a bill which was hurried 
(hrough tbeSiate Legislature during the last 
hours of the expiring session, creating a 
Board of Public Woiks for the city of Los An­ 
geles, an institution of which the people of 
that city have never realized their urgeut 
need.Thus far the Chronicle exercises its 
righteous soul over the indignity of 
its own manufacture, simply for the 
good of Los Angeles. Its real animus 
is developed in the succeeding para­ 
graph, in which, overlooking entirely 
our Representative, Mr. L a m b o u bn, 
and our Senator, Mr. B u s h , it pro­ 
ceeds to saddle the whole responsibili­ 
ty of the measure upon the shoulders 
of General M cCo n n e l l. Doubtless 
the Chronicle would uot have recog­ 
nized such a bill as the one in ques­ 
tion, or devoted so much of its valua­ 
ble space to Los Angeles if it had not 
wanted to throw recks at the head of 
our Representative. It proceeds as 
follows: 
General McConnell was the good genius 
who conlerred upon Los Angeles this unde­ 
sired blessing. It was lie who engineered lire 
bill. He seems to have know n what the peo­ 
ple wanted and wliai was good lor them long 
before they were themselves conscious of the 
aching void which a Hoard of Works alone 
could fill. The General asked and obtaind 
unanimous consent to introduce his bill out 
of its order and without previous notice. The 
manuscript bill was sent to the Clerk's desk 
and read twice by its title. The General ob­ 
served tout-the city would find it necessary 
to make some extraordinary expenditures 
for public improvements during I lie ensuing 
two years, aud ttial the lax-payers desired 
that such expenditures should be supervised 
by a Board specially constituted for that pur­ 
pose rather than by the regularly constituted 
municipal authorities. The bill bad been 
carefully guarded. The Commissioners were 
required to give bonds in the sum of Í >0,000 
each. It was a purely local mat ter in which 
no one but his coustituentshnd any inteiest. 
He therefore moved that the rules be further 
suspended, that the reading be dispensed 
with, that llnj bill be considered engrossed, 
and put upon its final passage. The motion 
prevailed and the bill passed, tlie entire ope­ 
ration occupying not more than five minutes. 
Not a member on the floor knew anything 
about|the bill except whatGeneial McConnell 
bad seen fit to state. 
But Ac knew all about 
it, and declared it to beall right. And now, 
paradoxical as it may appear, the people of 
Los Angeles, instead of being gran ful, are 
wildly indig:.ant. They declare that the 
community were not consulted: that Los An­ 
geles doesn’t ne'd and doesn’t want a 
a Board of Public Works; that the Common 
Oouncil,elected by the people, are competent 
to look after all municipal interests; and , hat 
the haste and secrecy with which the meas­ 
ure was rushed through Justify the susp.cion 
of ajob. 
At this point, with the Chronicle's 
permission, we will venture to make 
a correction. “The people” of Los 
Angeles did not enter such a protest 
as that mentioned, but the Common 
Council, self-constituting themselves 
“the people,” did send a telegram to 
the Governor to that effect. Petitions 
were subsequently circulated for and 
against the measure, and, so far as we 
know, one was favored as much as an­ 
other. The people ot Los Angeles 
have made no demonstration against 
the bill constituting a Board of Public 
Works. On the contrary,when it was 
proposed to call a meeting for a pub­ 
lic demonstration, the Council vetoed 
the proposition for fear the expression 
of public sentiment would be against 
them. But we proceed to the conclu­ 
sion of the article: 
In a letter of the date of the 24th of March 
the Sacramento correspondent of the Chron­ 
icle, in terse and graphic style, told the story 
of this remarkable piece of legislation, pre­ 
facing his inteie-ting narrative with the gen­ 
eral remark, “The last days , f legislative ses­ 
sions are proverbially field-days lor jobbers.” 
Having unfolded ihe lale in ilie fewest possi­ 
ble words, he pointed Hie moral thus: 
And this was un important measure—so 
important that tlie Commissioners are lo be 
required to give 050,UUO bonds each, it also 
Inuugurutes that objectionable system of mu­ 
nicipal administrado!) under which tile gross 
frauds which have nearly impoverished the 
cities of New Yo k, Brooklyn, Washington 
and others at tiie East have been rendered 
possible, and which nave loaded them down 
with debt. But without criticising this par 
tlcular bill, it is submitted that if a measure 
of so much importance can so readily be 
rushed through on ihe mere ipse dixit ot Its 
author that it Is a purely local matter and 
“all right," how much more readily can a 
thousand otberless pretentious schemes,cov­ 
ering perhaps the most villainous projects, 
be adroitly engrafted upon the legislation of 
the State. 
Los Angeles is a city of some 15,000 inhabi­ 
tants, and of these not one in a hundred has 
become aware of the necessily for having a 
Board of Public Works. So far as we are in­ 
formed there is not in the United Slates a 
single city of h ss than 100,000 inhabitants 
that has such a body. The ungrateful citi­ 
zens and tax-payers of Los Angeles have ad­ 
dressed a petition to Governor Irwin asking 
him to withhold all appointments to posi­ 
tions on the Hoiud until the Mayorand Com­ 
mon Council of the city shall have an oppor­ 
tunity to make re. ominendations of persons 
to be appointed, Cousiderh gall the circum­ 
stances attending the passage of the bill, and 
the powerful munilesiuttou of public opinion 
which it has elicited In the locality to be 
“benefited,” we tnink it would tie an act of 
justice and also of good policy for tiie Gover­ 
nor to incline a favorable ear to the prayer of 
the petitioners. 
Is is rather strange in the Chronicle 
to make such statements as itconvicts 
itself ot inconsistency by republishing 
the letter of its Sacramento corres­ 
pondent ot March the 24th previous. 
Every man and woman in this city 
who pays any attention to the pro­ 
ceedings of the Legislature and the 
comments of the San Francisco and 
Sacramento press on the same were 
aware of the introduction of this bill, 
and discussed its merits. A long in­ 
terval was given before it was brought 
up in the Senate, and a respectable 
time given before presenting it tor E x­ 
ecutive approval. The fact is that 
from the day that vast expenditures 
were contemplated by the Common 
Council, for dams, sewers, jails, and 
other improvements, General McCon­ 
nell and our other representatives in 
the Senate and Assembly conceived 
the necessity of their passing into the 
hands of a responsible Commission 
who would give ample bouds. When 
the new charter went up to the Legis­ 
lature extending the power of the 
Council to enlarge the limits of our 
city debt to $700,000 the conservative 


sentiment of our people was alarmed, 
and it was thought high time to cre­ 
ate a Board ofPublic Works. We hope 
and believe it will prove a public ben­ 
efit. If uot, we can repeal the law in 
two years. The Chronicle is equally 
wrong in saying that the press of this 
city is unanimous against the bill. We 
do not know of any pres9 opposition 
save the Express, who advocated for 
months the issuance of bonds for vari­ 
ous improvements the necessity for 
which we will uot now discuss.

Moved by Mr. James that Dr. Kurtz 
h ave further time to consult with the 
property-owners 
about 
obtaining 
school sites. 
Dr. Lucky submitted the folio w ing 
report: 


To the P resident an d M embers of the 
B oard o f E ducation o f the C ity of 
L os Angeles: 
G en tlem en,—I n accordance with 
the requst made at your last meeting, 
I herewith present an estimate of the 
number ami probable cost of school 
houses demanded by the necessities of 
the school departm ent of which you 
are the legal guardians. In m aking 
this estimate, I have carefully con­ 
sidered the present wants of the de­ 
partment, and the rapid growth of 
tlie certain localities. 
You will per­ 
ceive that the cost of the improve­ 
m ents recommended is evidence that 
no money will be thrown away on 
useless expense for architectural or­ 
naments. 
Considering the numerous 
demands made upon the tax-payers 
of a city growing so rapidly and de­ 
manding so many improvements, th e 
estim ates are for plain, substantial 
buildings. 
From the numbers given at the 
close of the present report, it will be 
apparent that all the accommodations 
suggested will be needed before the 
close of the next school year. 
I recommend the erection of the 
following school houses:

A s two of these houses are to take 
the places of the unsightly and un­ 
comfortable houses (both on land not 
belonging to the city,) now occupied 
by the Eighth street and Kohler street 
schools, there will be a net increase of 
only nine class rooms. 
These added 
to the twenty-two class rooms now iu 
use will make the entire number thir­ 
ty one. 
If you estimate sixty pupils 
to each room there will be accom m o­ 
dations for 1,800 children ; hut if you 
estimate upon the basis of fifty pupils 
to each room, a number sufficiently 
large for any teacher to govern and 
instruct, to say nothing about the 
right of children to pure air and a m ­ 
pie space, you will have sittings for 
1,500 pupils. 
During the month ending, Feb. 25th 
1,167 names were registered in the 
different classes. 
An addition of 400, 
of whom nearly 200 are waiting to e n ­ 
ter school as soon as their localities 
are supplied with schools of the proper 
grade, will fill all the class rooms 
asked for In this report. 
As the last 
census showed a population of 2,300 
children of school age it is reasonable 
lo assume that the census to be taken 
before these houses can he built, will 
contain the names of at least 2,600 
school children. 
Though some well 
informed persons believe there will be 
a larger number, the estimate I make 
is sufficient to satisfy every reasona­ 
ble person that the Board could not 
be accused of needless extravagance 
if they asked the citizens of Los A n ­ 
geles to voce for a special tax suffi­ 
cient to make the improvements so 
imperatively demanded. 
A s a n evidence of the prospective 
increase in the number of pupils, if 
proper accommodations are provided, 
I m ay refer to the fact that when I 
become connected with the depart­ 
m ent there were eleven teachers and 
five unoccupied school-rooius. In less 
than two years there were 
twenty- 
three teachers, and five new school­ 
rooms had been erected. 
The general 
impression is that our population will 
increase more rapidly in tbe future 
than at auy previous period iu its h is­ 
tory. 
Though comparisons are com m only 
considered odious, they m ay have 
their use in stim ulating those who 
are ambitious, to make greater exer­ 
tions and in answering thecom plaints 
of those who are hindering progress 
by crying ‘‘you are going too fast and 
too far.”
